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ADVERTISEMENT. 


In order to finish the alphabet, it has been (bund expe- 
dient to add forty-eight pages to this volume ; for as the 
seventh volume is to contain an account of translations, 
and a variety of: miscellaneous bibliographical matters, 
it was thought best to complete the alphabet in this, in 
order to keep the whole body of the work by itself. 

It may be necessary to inform the less experienced 
reader, that articles in this work are to be sought for 
under the names of their respective authors ; yet some- 
times when a work is well known by a particular title, 
under that title it is here introduced, e. g. the Zend 
Avesta is not described under Zoroaster, the reputed 
author, nor AnqttetU du Perron, the translator, but 
under the article Zend. 

In some cases where a work belongs to a particular 
department of literature, it is necessarily mentioned 
under that department, though it has been described 
under the name of the author ; but in general such recur- 
rences are short, and references are made to the place 
where a particular account of the work is introduced* 
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There are some cases also, particularly in the three 
first volumes, where the order of the alphabet has not 
been strictly followed, especially in some of the conse- 
cutive letters ; therefore, if the article looked for does 
not appear exactly in its place, it will be found either a 
little before or a little after, e. g. Delphini, vol. iii. 
page 101, is by mistake inserted before Decretalia, 
instead of preceding IXelrji in the following page : but 
such instances rarely occur. The names of authors are 
always printed in capitals 7 those of editor* in italic; 
andthose of printers in roman. 

Authorities are rarely given in this work, because 
judged unnecessary.— Where an edition appeared to be 
dubious, in that case the authority on which it rested 
has been generally referred to— but to have done this in 
every case, would have added one third to the bulk and 
expence of the work, without encreasing its value. But 
the Bibliographical authorities to which this Dictionary 
is particularly indebted, will be distinctly described in 
the succeeding volume. 

Severe critical Judgments on authors and their works 
are also rarely introduced; and then in general their 
authors are pledged to them. That species of literary 
cruelty which leads authors and editors to condemn and 
depreciate each others labours, should be abhorred by 
every ingenuous mind. After a person has done the best 
in his power to serve the public by diffusing useful 
knowledge, his labours, if they cannot be highly praised, 
should at least be mentioned with tenderness and res- 
pect. It has long been said that " critics and authors 
aire game cocks to each other/' — this is too true, and 
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the evils produced by it are great and glaring ; but 
against such conduct, every honest man, as well as every 
scholar, should lift up his voice. 

An edition of a Greek or Latin Classic noticed 
here, is not to be deemed spurious because not found ia 
Maittaire or Panzer : had this work no other editions 
than those mentioned by the above Bibliographers, it 
would lack some of its most important articles. Ia 
casually opening Mr. Dib din's Introduction to the Clas- 
sics, (which is just come to hand, and appears to be a 
very reputable work) speaking of an edition of Boethius 
in 1476/1 find, he says, p. 56, " The Bibliographical 
Dictionary, voL ii. p.- 32, mentions an edition, fol. sine * 
unni not a, which is there thought to be the Edith prin- 
ceps, and published about the year 14-70; but as no 
specific account is given, no authorities referred to, and 
as Panzer does not even hint at such an edition, I con* 
-sider the information to be erroneous." This is going 
too far: the edition does exist, and is described by 
Messrs. Boni and Gamba, in the Bibliot. Portatile, in 
the following terms : Antica Edizione e forse la prima 
ed originate, ddl carratere riconosciuta di Michele Wens- 
zler, e Federico Biel, circa il 147<X In several other 
cases where this Dictionary may appear to be wrong, 
it will probably be found equally correct. 

It is scarcely necessary (oonention by whose labours 
this Dictionary has been brought before the public. 
Such is the nature of a book of this kind, that nothing 
"but intrinsic merit can recommend it : if it be destitute 
t>f real usefulness, no name can supply the defect.— 
It may however be just proper Jo observe, that the 
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fourth, fifth, and sixth volumes have been entirely com- s 
piled by the author of the Succinct History of the Poly* ^ 
glotts, the substance of which pamphlet is printed in 
the first and second volumes. A major part of the third 
volume has been compiled by the same hand, and a 
multitude of articles added to the two preceding vo- 
lumes, besides almost the whole of the Bibliographical 
anecdotes. The other parts of these first volumes were 
compiled by a gentleman in London, chiefly as it ap- 
pears from Harwood, the Harleian, and some modern 
sale catalogues, by which authorities, notwithstanding 
his care and labour, the compiler was frequently misled; 
but these mistakes 

Ignoscenda quidem, scirent si ignoscere manes, 
are in general corrected by the tables of errata, or 
in the subsequent course of the work. Those first 
volumes might indeed have been better arranged, but as 
a strict charge was given to make no alteration in that 
copy, the editor, though he added much, yet in other 
cases, left the work as he found it. It was asserted at 
the commencement of this undertaking, that " a perfect 
work of the kind never saw the sun. w — Some very respec- 
table critics have however thought, " that with leisure 
— a moderate portion of learning — and the opportunities 
which are open to every scholar in a learned country, 
almost all the value of which such a work is capable 
might be given to it. 7 * These certainly may go a great 
way, and without them little can be done to good effect 
in such an undertaking. But various other considera- 
tions must be taken into the account : — In the present 
work, a wide distance from the capital — a total want of 
a literary friend, to whose inspection and castigation 
the sheets might have been subjected—workmen, who.

notwithstanding their care and diligence, could not 
avoid making a variety of mistakes from their ignorance 
of the languages used in the work, with several other 
circumstances unfriendly to the undertaking, which need 
not be enumerated, have all concurred, w ith the editor's 
own incapacity and various avocations, to produce several 
errors. But it ishumbly hoped that tbe> arc generally cor« 
reeled, or are such as cannot lay a stumbling-block in the 
way of any scholar. Panzer % & Annate* Typograpkici, eleven 
volumes, quarto, the most excellent and correct work of 
its kind, has, in the first nine volumes, nearly one thousand 
mistakes noticed by the editor himself— and those vt ho 
are best acquainted with the nature of such a work, 
and the false lights frequently held out by preceding 
Bibliographers, may indeed wonder that this excellent 
and laborious author has made so few. 

The editor, while he returns bis heartiest thanks to 
the public for their candid reception of the preceding 
volumes* hopes he may be allowed to say* that the work 
contains a more ample account of the Greek and RonkM 
Classics, and their most important editions, than has 
ever yet been laid before the British public ; and that 
very few Ecclesiastical Writers, whether Greek 
or Latin, Fathers, Doctors, and Historians of 
the church, from the apostolic age, down to the present 
times, nave been omitted. 

The seventh and last volume, soon to be put to the 
press, will, it is hoped, from the variety and impor- 
tance of its contents, be at least as favourably received 
as any of its predecessors*

He gives a geographical descrip- 
tion of each diocese, and of the episcopal cities — 
the origin, establishment and extent of the chur- 
ches — their jurisdiction, laws, prerogatives, pre- 
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tention$> succession of their bishops, political, go- 
vernment, the changes which have taken place in 
them, &c. &c. 

The author was a Dominican, born at Bologne 
in 1661, and died at Paris 1733. He was a person 
of deep learning, and solid piety.

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sions of his Declamations, from that printed at 
Venice, by Lucas Venetus, in 1481, to Dr. Gib- 
son's Oxford edition of 1692. At the end of the 
last volume, is inserted a very copious index.

Marcus Fabius Suintilian was the most judicious 
critic, and most celebrated orator of his time. He 
is a perfect guide to true eloquence. He takes 
his pupil from the hands of his nurse, and leads 
him step by step through the elements of grammar, 
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up to the highest degrees of eloquence. He 
teaches also bow to form the heart of the orator ; 
his grand design being evidently to make him an 
honest man. This accomplished orator died about 
A. D. 130. The dialogue de Causis corrupt* Elo- 
quent!*, attributed to this author, is allowed to be 
none of his.

Cardinal 2uirini was a noble Venetian, born in 
1680. He was a man of uncommon erudition, can- 
dor, and suavity o£manners. He had literary con- 
nexions with almost all the learned mien of Europe. 
Pope Benedict XIII. made him a cardinal, and 
when Quirini was going to return him thanks for 
the honour he had done him, he prevented him by 
saying, " I desire no compliment from you : I 
; should ref urn you thanks, who by your merit have 
. put me unflpr the necessity of making you a cardi- 
nal." This great n^n died in 1755.

This definition suits modern Ro- 
mances ; but it certainly is not applicable to most 
of the ancient Romances, as those generally turn 
on amatory matters. All the eastern tales may be 
properly stiled Romances : and it is very probable 
that this species of writing originated in the east, 
whence the Greeks borrowed it. But the Europe- 
ans seem to have had it through the medium of the 
Crusades.

•entirely lost. . His history of the conspiracy of 
Cataline, and the war with Jugurtha, are allowed 
by the besC judges, to be finished performances of 
extraordinary merit.

ing Mars has avenged me of this barbarian, who 
was an enemy to the Muses, He enriched a tomb 
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for himself behind the altar, in a chapel belonging 
to one of his country seats, with the statues of 
Apollo and Minerva! To remedy this profanation,, 
after his death the name of David was written over 
the statue of Apollo ; and Judith over that of Mi- 
nerva! By a similar process, many heathen dei- 
ties have, in Catholic countries, been converted' 
into Jewish and Christian Saints.

She 
afterwards applied herself to music, paintings 
engraving, and sculpture, and succeeded perfectly 
in each. She particularly excelled in miniature 
painting, and etching perfect likenesses on glass 
with a diamond point. She wrote with great cor-

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the Ckaldee, Styriac, Turkish, and Arabic. ' Be- 
sides Low Dutch, which was her native tongue,, 
she spoke French, Italian,. Spanish, German, and 
English, with great ease and fluency. About the 
fortieth year of her age this eminent lady retired 
froiri the world) and from all scientific pursuits,, 
and spent the rest of her life in religious exercises.. 
The place of her retirement was Weiward, ia 
Friseland, where she died in 1678, in the seventy- 
first year- of her age. The most learned men of 
her time felt themselves honoured by her episto- 
lary correspondence, and several royal and noble 
persons honoured her with their letters and visits.. 
Among the former were Rivet, Spanlieim, Lydius, 
Salmashts, Vossius, Crucius, Gassendus, Vorstius,. 
Heinsius, and Melesius y archbishop of Ephesus.. 
Among the latter, Henrietta queen of England, 
Anne of Austria, the Queen of Poland, the Prin- 
cess of Bohemia, the Princess Anne de Rohan, 
Cardinal Richlieu, and several others. It is much 
to be regretted, that a continual concourse of visi- 
tants, and the numerous letters she was obliged to 
write, prevented her from seriously undertaking 
any literary work of consequence while she flou- 
rished in the republic of letters. And when she 
retired from her literary honours she drunk so. 
deeply into the spirit of mysticism, which she 
learned from Labaddie, that she thought it a crime 
to continue her scientific pursuits. However, it 
must be remembered, that polite learning had its 
full share, more than forty years of Miss Sckwr- 
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man's life ; and that there is a time when literary 
ladies and scientific gentlemen, as well as the vul- 
gar herd, must be converted, and become-as little 
children, before they can enter into the kingdom 
of God.

Lucius Annceus Seneca, the philosopher, was 
son to Seneca the Rhetor mentioned before. He 
was born at Cordova, about six years before the 
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Christian aera. His preceptors in eloquence were 
his Father, Hyginus, Cestius, and Asinius Gallus. 
He was taught philosophy by Photimes and Socion 
of Alexandria, both celebrated stoics. At first be 
devoted himself to the bar, and was greatly ad* 
mired; but fearing the envy of Caligula, who 
also aspired to the glory of eloquence, he aban- 
doned a road which it was too dangerous for 
any person of abilities, at that time, to walk in. 
He then obtained the office of Quaestor, but being 
accused of illicit commerce with Julia Livilla, 
*widow of Vinicius, one of his friends, he was 
banished to the island of Corsica. The accusation 
was probably false ; however his enemies used it 
with success to ruin his credit. It was in this 
exile that he wrote his book De Consolatione, ad- 
dressed to his mother Helvia, in which he has 
exhibited the whole stoic system of philosophy in 
all its pride and splendor. In this exile he con- 
tinued five years ; but when Claudius married 
Agrippina, she got Seneca recalled, and made 
him tutor to her son Nero, afterwards emperor. 
While Nero followed the instructions of Seneca he 
was the delight of Rome ; but Poppea and TigeU 
linus having gained the ascendancy over his heart, 
which was naturally disposed to receive the very 
worst impressions, he became a monster of iniqui- 
ty, and a reproach to the human race. When 
thus perverted, it is no wonder he soon grew 
weary of the instructions of his old master ; deter- 
mining to take him off privately, he employed 
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Ckonice, one of his freed -men, to poison him. 
But this was found impracticable, as Seneca ate 
nothing but fruits, and drank nothing but water. 
lie then caused him to be accused of joining in 
the conspiracy of Piso, and condemned him to 
death. As he was permitted to chuse by what 
sort of death he would die, he prefered having hi* 
veins cut. Tacitus says, that he was so withered 
by his continual abstinences, that little blood 
would flow out, and they were obliged to put him 
in a hot bath to expedite his death, the fumes of 
which cboaked him. The words of Tacitus are, 
Seneca, quoniam senile corpus et parvo victu tenu- 
alum, lenta effugia sanguini pr&bebat. — Ex in 
Balneo Hiatus et vapore ejus exanimatus, Sic. A& 
Tacitus was no anatomist, we may pardon the 
incorrectness of this account, which carries with it 
its own confutation. It is probable his veins were 
cut while in the warm bath, as this was a common 
custom with the Romans ; and that he was not put 
into the bath because the blood did not flow freely, 
as from the very state of his body and his age the 
contrary might be expected, as lean and old peo* 
pie will readily bleed to death when any principal 
artery or vein is cut and left open. The moral 
character of Seneca is differently estimated : some 
imagine him to have been a Christian, or at least 
little short of one — but leaving the general tenor 
of his life, how can this be reconciled to his words 
and acts? Tacitus says, that when he entered 
into the bath, he took up some of the water, with 
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which be sprinkled the slaves that were about him, 
Addita voce, Libare se liquoreni illjim Jovi Libe- 
11 atom, " saying, that he made that water a liba- 
tion to Jupiter the Saviour," which was a cus- 
tom among the Romans at the conclusion of their 
repasts. Far from being a Christian, Seneca does 
not appear to have had any tolerable notion of the 
nature of God. Of this wisejpian or sage, he says, 
Est aliquid quo sapiens antpcedat Deum. Ille 
nature beneficio, non suo sapiens est. Epist. liii. ill 
fine, " In some respects the wise man excells 
God. — He is wise from the necessary perfection of 
his own nature; the other becomes such by his 
industry." Seneca had amassed vast treasures, 
and had houses, gardens, and country seats that 
vied with those of the emperor. How he could 
consistently with his doctrine and declamations 
possess them, is difficult to say. — Seneca was cer- 
tainly a great man, but he has been two much 
extolled — as to his Christianity, that is entirely 
out of the question — The religion of Christ could 
receive no honour by the accession of such pro- 
fessors as even the best of the stoic philosophers 
were. The Tragedies have been attributed to 
another Seneca, different from the two preceding, 
and the Octavia, from the languidness of its style, 
is supposed to be at least the production of another 
author : but this has been accounted for thus : it 
was written in Corsica during the author's exile, 
when the melancholy of his situation might be 
necessarily expected to appear in his works.

Of the unfortunate Michael Servetus y born at 
Villaneuva, in Arragon, in 1509, the history is well 
kn©wn. He was educated in Paris, where he took the 
degree of doctor in medicine. Having differed with 
the Parisian physicians, who involved him with the 
stale, he left tliat capital and went to Lyons, where 
he was employed by the Frelons (eminent printers 
hi that city), in the quality of corrector of the 
press. H0 went afterwards to Vienna, where he was 
taken into the service and friendship of Peter 
Palmier , archbishop of that city. His foolish and 
absurd, not to say blasphemous writings concerning 
the Trinity — the person of Christ — the descent of 
the Holy Spirit — the Lord's supper, &c. in which 
he formally opposed the Catholics and J. Calvin, 
stirred up the civil power against him, in conse- 
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quence of which he was imprisoned fct Vienna^ 
but having escaped thence he fled to Geneva fot 
safety. Calvin immediately denounced him to the 
magistrates as an impious man, jand accused him 
of holding and propagating forty damnable errors 
on doctrines essential to salvation. He was in 
consequence imprisoned, brought to trial, and at 
the instance of Mr. Calvin and his associates, was 
condemned to be burnt alive ; which sentence was 
executed October 27, 1553. He was upwards of 
two hours in the fire, the wood being green, little 
in quantity, and the wind unfavourable. On this 
business Brvysset observes with exultation, 77 & 
.fourni aux Catholiques une argument invincible^ 
ad hominem, contre les Protestans, lorsque ceux ci 
leitr ont reproche de /aire mourir les Calvinistes 
en France. " He has furnished an invincible argu- 
ment against the Protestants, when they reproach 
the Catholics with having burned the Cajvinists in 
France." But Mr, Bruysset should have observed, 
that there is a most essential difference between 
this infamous act of the Genevan reformer and 
magistrates, and the bloody persecutions main- 
tained by the Catholics. The Catholic religion 
systematically prescribes and enjoins the burning 
of those whom it chuses to call heretics — the Pro* 
testant religion far from enjoining, abhors and 
detests it. The spirit which led Calvin to bum 
Servetus, he brought with him out of theOatholic 
church, from which he was then scarcely disen* 
tangled. Protestants of all sects and parties abhor > 


detest, and objure his conduct in this business. 
For Protestantism, as well as the religion of Christ, 
loudly proclaims that jdl those who take away a 
man's life merely for heterodoxy in religion, are 
of their father the devil, who was a murderer from 
the beginning.

Sulpicius Severus was a French ecclesiastical his- 
torian, born at Agen, in Aquitaine. His Sacred 
History includes a concise account of the remark- 
able occurrences of each century, from the crea- 
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tion to the consulate of Stilicon, A. D. 400. The 
author has been termed the Christian Sattust, be* 
cause of his close, and often successful imitation 
of that* historian. Sleidan has given us a continu- 
ation of this work, written with considerable ele- 
gance.

which was performed with great dexterity, but 
Lipsius having read only ten lines, threw it away, 
crying, Vah! nan est Ciceronis.

Asia, where he behaved with unblemished reputa*. 
4ion, On his • return . he bade adieu to public. 
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ftf&irs, and having bought a vtf la -at Ttfeculum, 
once the property of Cicero, and another at Na- 
ples, in which was the tomb of Virgil, he dovoted 
himself to the muses, and the consequence was his 
seventeen books on the second Punic war, which 
decided the empire of the world to the Romans* 
This poem is formed after the manner of Virgi^ 
without his taste or fire, and is principally valua*. 
ble for that exact and gazette like detail in which, 
the facts are produced. Pliny gives a just cha* 
racter of Silius as a poet* in the seventh letter of 
book iii. Scribebat Carmina majore cum quam 
ingenio. This work was first discovered by Pog- 
gins in a tower of the monastery of St. Gal, dur- 
ing the council of Constance. This poet> it is said, 
starved himself to death about the ninety-ninth 
year af the Christian aera, hot having courage te 
bear an affliction under which he laboured.

FoM&tus Socinus has been generally supposed to 
kave been the founder of what is now termed Sod- 
nianism : but in this business he was only the 
retailer and defender of the tenets of his uncle 
luelius Socinus, who was born at Sienna, in Tus- 
caay, in 15SS, and died at Zurich in 15&2. At a 
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Very early age he received his uncle's creed, and 
fearing the inquisition, fled to France. On learn- 
ing the death of his uncle, he went to Zurich and 
collected his papers, from which he formed that 
system which he afterwards propagated with so 
much success in Poland : and which indeed has 
been pretty widely diffused through most parts of 
Europe. He maintained that Christ was a mere 
man — that his death was no atonement for sin — 
that there is no distinct personality in the Holy 
Spirit— with several other sentiments equally re- 
pugnant to the orthodox faith, and according to 
the Editors opinion, to the plain and obvious 
meaning of the sacred scriptures. That Socinus 
was perfectly sincere in his religious creed admits 
no doubt; he suffered much persecution on ac- 
count of his sentiments — was often in danger of 
losing his life — and had his house plundered by the 
mob at Cracow. " Worthy of better fate and 
"better faith," he bore this with great patience: 
and having found an asylum at the house of Abra- 
ham Blonski, a Polish gentleman, about a mile 
from Cracow, he there died in 1604, aged sixty- 
five years.

The 
inequality of the lines — the high and low letter*-** 
and the remarkable disorder of the pages, which 
proves an ill-adjusted press, all evince that this 
work must have been the first essay of an unex- 
perienced printer. It appears also from the above 
tetrastich, that this work was the first fruits of the 
labour of Boninus Mombritius, who was corrector 
of the press to Philip de Lavagna, a rich citizen 
(probably a goldsmith) of Milan, who was the firit 
printer in that city. As this Solinus was primiiue 
laboris, it must have been printed before the Mu 
raculi dela gloriosa Verzene Maria, finished at 
Milan by Philip de Lavagna, May 13, 1469* If 
the edition of the Historic Augusta Scriptore$ f 
by Boninus Mombritius, Mediol. 1465, mentioned 
by Salniasius, and described under the ortkle 
Scriptores, page 63, be genuine, then this edi- 
tion of Solinus must have been executed prior to 
1465, as it is stated to be the first fruits of jlfetit- 
britius's labours.

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Sophocles, the justly celebrated Greek poet, was 
contemporary with Euripides 9 and flourished about 
460 years before the Christian sera. He is said to 
have composed 120 tragedies, only seven of which 
have reached our times. He lived till he was 
nearly ninety years of age, and died about 406 or 
404 years before our Lord. Historians are not 
agreed concerning the manner of his death. VaL 
Maximus says, he died through excessive joy, on 
gaining the prize at the Olympic games.. Lucian 
says, he was choked with a grape stone. The 
ingratitude, of his children is well known : wishing 
to possess his property, and thinking he lived to# 
long, they accused him to the magistrates as in- 
sane, and incapable of managing his. concerns 
Sophocles had just finished his (Edipus> and all 
the defence which he attempted to make was to 
lead part of it before the judges. . The eonse* 
quence was,, be was instantly absolved ; and. his 
children covered with confusion and reproach.

Benedict Spinosa was the son of a Portugese Jew^ 
and was born at Amsterdam in L63&. He was at 
first earned Baruck Spinoza, but when he re-* 
nouncfed Judaism, and became a professor of the 
Christian religion, he changed Baruch for Bene~ 
did. 'Me maintained that there was one infinite, 
extended, and indivisible substance, and thatthU 
substance is God— *th*tt the human -soul is a part of 
the intellect of God—and yet this soul is nothing 
but the idea of the human body, and that this 
idea, and the body itself, are one and the same 
thing ! &c. &c. This man's reveries have bean 
termed .philosophy, and have been judged worthy 
of serious confutation. But do not the monstrous 
absurdities and palpable contradictions of this 
man's system, if system it may be allied, prove 
that he was either deranged, or that he wished- to 
try how far the credulity of man could reach in 
receiving as philosophical truths the most de- 
grading falsities ? Deism, Atheism, and Panthe- 
ism, are equally countenanced by his writings. 
Spinosa is generally represented as a man of pure 
morals, uniformly disinterested And upright in -all 
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his deportment. He died of a consumption in* 
1 677, in the forty-fifth year of his age*

Publias Papinius Statius was born at Naples in 
the reign of Domitian, and died about A. D. 96 
or 100. He is author of two epic poems, the 
Thebaid, in twelve books ; and the Achilleidy in 
two only, the author having died before he could 
complete it. He dedicated these to the horrible 
tyrant above mentioned, whom he flatters in the 
basest manner. His Sylva are a collection of little 
pieces on a variety of subjects. In his own .times 
his poems were greatly esteemed : at present, those 
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who know well how to appreciate the merit* at' 
Virgil and Horace, have no strong predilection 
for Statins.

He published the Psalter in five columns, at Paris, 
♦ in 1509, and died at Lyons in 1520. 

Robert, son of Henry, exceeded his fether in 
the beauty of his editions. He was the first whe 
attempted a division of the New Testament in 
verses. He died in 1559, in the fifty-sixth year 
t)f his age. 

Charles, another son of Henry % was both a 
printer and physician. He is author of several 
Useful works ; he died in 1564, aged sixty years. ' 
Henry, son of Robert, was' born at Paris ih 
1523, and was by far the most learned of all tHot 
eminent family. He is author of the Thesaurus^ 
and many excellent and useful works. He died* at 
Lyons in 1598, aged seventy years.

Caius Suetonius Tranquillus fioiirisiied in 
time of the Emperor Adrian, Whose secretary he 
was, about A. D. 118. He soon lost the Empe* 
ror's favour for not shewing die Empress Sabina' a 
sufficiency of respect : or; according to others, for 
•hewing her too much. In hfe disgrace he devoted 
himself to study and wrote several works, all of 
which are now lost, except his Lives of the ttivefoe 
C<e$ars f and some fragments of his Catalogue of 
illustrious Grammarians. He formedraii intimate 
acquaintance with Pliny the younger, who had an 
extraordinary opinion 1 of his honesty, learning, 
tfnd uprightness. In his ninety*fifth epistle to 
Trajan, Book x. he thus speaks of him: Suet&* 
nium Tranqaillum, probissimum, honestissimum % 
eruditissimutn virtfm, et mores ejus secutus et 
sfodia jampridem, Dofnine in contubernium ad- 
sumsi f tanto majus diligere c<tpi> quanta propitu 
inspexi.

John Stoamnierdam was born at Amsterdam hi 
1635, and became doctor of medicine at Ley den, 
in 1667. He applied himself early to the study of 
natural history, and became one of the moft emi- 
nent and expert anatomists in Europe. To him 
we owe the method of injecting the blood-vessels 
in animal bodies,, by which their shape> position, 
and even colour are preserved. He excelled par* 
ticularly in Sfesecting the minutest animals, and by 
his work on this subject exhibited a new world to 
the view of the naturalist* Toward the close of 
his life he adopted the religious creed of Madam 
Baurig7ion^ and visited that pious visionary at 
Holstein. He at last sunk into a kind of Hypo- 
condriack melancholy, in a fit of which he burnt 
all his unpublished writings !

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Emanuel Swedenborg was the son of a Swedish 
bishop, born at Stockhold in J 688. In 1716 be 
was made accessor extraordinary to the Metallic 
College, by Charles XIL and was enobled by 
Ulrica Eleanora, sister and successor to Charles ijt 
1719, and died at London in 1772. His philoso- 
phical writings evince a strong and vigourout 
mind, highly cultivated by learning, and tho- 
roughly acquainted with the subjects on which he 
wrote. His tlieological works are of a widely dif- 
ferent cast : — but as they are not registered here, 
we are not called to form any particular judge* 
ment concerning them. They have given birth to 
a sect of Christians who chuse to distinguish them- 
selves by the appellation of The Nexv Jerusalem 
Church,

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them. Upon- this she departed, and burning three 
of her books, again demanded the same price for 
the six remaining ; being despised as an impostor, 
she again departed, and burning three more, re- 
turned with those remaining, still asking the same 
as at first. Tarquin, surprised at the inconsistency 
of her behaviour, consulted the augurs, to advise 
him what to do. These much blamed him for not 
buying the nine, and commanding him to buy the 
three remaining, at whatsoever price she should 
demand. The woman, after thus selling and de- 
livering the three prophetic volumes, and. advising 
him to have a special attention to what they con- 
tained, vanished from before him, and was never 
after seen. Upon this he chote proper persons to 
keep them, who, though but two at first, were 
afterwards encreased to fifteen*, under the name of 
fuindecemviri. They were put into a stone chest, 
and a vault in the newly-designed building, was 
thought the properest place to keep them in safety.?'

This work, which is sometimes termed the Pew- 
tingerian, sometimes the Theodosian Table of 
Map, being made, as it is supposed, by command 
of that emperor, is one of the most extraordinary 
remains of antiquity, and perhaps unique of its 
kind. The original is on vellum, twenty-one feet 
long by one, broad. Pewtinger received it from 
Conrad Celtes, who had found it in one of the 
German monasteries. It is a sort of map, on which 
not only the different cities, rivers, &c. are pointed 
out by their names, but the objects also are dis- 
tinguished by particular colours, and the roads 
traced out by lines. It appears to have been done 
at Constantinople about A. D. 393, and from the 
rudeness of the execution, to have been the work 


not of a geographer, but of a soldier, who has 
distinctly marked out the route of an army, the 
most remarkable places, camp stations, &c. and 
takes in a considerable part of the western empire. 
Of this rare and curious chart, the Aldine edition' 
contains only some fragments cut in wood. This 
specimen caused the public ardently to desire the 
whole; and Velser having made a complete copy 
from the original, sent it to Antwerp, where it 
was published in 1598, and afterwards by Bertius, 
in 1618, but the engraving is inexact, and is re- 
duced to the proportion of twelve feet, instead of 
twenty-one. To remedy this defect, and to oblige 
the public with a faithful copy of the original, 
Schet/b, published his magnificent edition men- 
tioned above. In this edition the whole piece is 
represented on twelve plates, calculated from the 
original itself, and accompanied with long, but 
useful dissertations, which render this precious 
relique of antiquity uncommonly interesting.

This dialogue has also been attributed to Mar* 
cus Aper, or Matemus. Tiraboschi thinks it the 
work of some unknown author, who flourished in 
the reign of Vespasian. 

Caius Cornelius Tacitus was the son of a Roman 
knight, who had been intendant of Belgia. When 
he was born i§ not known, but it is thought his 
birth happened about the latter end of the reign of 
Claudius. Having married the daughter of Agri- 
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cola, the road to public honour was laid open to 
him. Netfva raised him to the consulate, in A. D. 
97, in the place of Virginius Rufus, whose fune- 
ral oration Tacitus pronounced, by order of the 
emperor. The works of this author which are 
extant, are, 1 . The Manners of the Germans ; 
which Voltaire considers as unfounded in fact, and 
only intended to satyrize Rome. 2. The Life of 
Cneius Julius Jgrictla, his father-inJaw ; one of 
the most beautiful and elegant pieces with which 
. Roman antiquity has favoured modern times.. 3. 
The History of the Emperors, but of the 28 years 
which that history contained (from 69 to 96), only 
69, and & part of the 70th. year are extant. 4.. His 
Annals,, or the history of four Emperors, Tiberiiis, 
Caligula, Claudius, and Nero. But of this im- 
portant work only a small part has" reached our 
times. The history of Caligula is entirely lost; 
only the end of Claudius remains; and that of 
Nero is not entire. The dialogue above mentioned 
must noti be ascribed ta him. No man possessed 
in a hfgfter degree than Tacit us^, the rare talents of 
saying great things in simple terms, and never 
using a word but to express an idea. In the eyes 
of the philosopher, Tacitus is without rival, the 
greatest historian of antiquity. He has been ac- 
cused of saying too much evil of human nature : 
had he studied it less his description would have 
been more favourable. But he who studies it as 
closely as Tacitus did, will speak of it in equally 
unfavourable terms, if possessed of equal powers 
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and command of language ..for it ever has been, 
a> now, and, I fear, ever will be an abyss of deceit 
and desperate wickedness. This is an ancient 
judgement passed upon it by Him who tries the 
heart and the reins. When this great historian 
died is uncertain ; but it was probably some time 
in the reign of Trajan. It is to the honour of both 
that we are informed, that Tacitus and Pliny the 
younger lived in a state of the most intimate friend- 
ship.

Tatian died 
under Marcus Aurelius, about A. D. 170.

Income o£ 
the iproads made by the Numidians in the Cartha- 
ginian territories, he was carried away, anjd after* 
w^rds sojkt tp Terentius Licanus, a Roman senator* 
who, in consideration of his pleasing deportment 
and the excellence of his genius, gave him his own 
name, and set him at liberty. Terence formed a 
very intimate acquaintance with Lalius and Scipio 
<4fricq,nus 9 who were two of the most eloquent 
men, at that time, in the city of Rome. From 
these gre^t men he acquired that elegance and 
purity of stile for which his writings are so remark- 
able. He formed his comedies in imitation of 
Menander, and the other celebrated comic poets 
of Greece, and he is sd]owcd to have come nearer 
to those models of excellence than any other of 
the Latin poets. Cicero passes the highest eulo- 
giums on Xorence, both for the perspicuity of his 
language, and the beauty of his compositions; 
and allows his writings to f be the rule and standard 
of the JU&in topgue. Madam Dacier compares him 
wtthPlautus, whom, hovvever, she considers greatly 
superior to Terence. St. Augustin says, that 
when he first pronounced those beautiful words on. 
the stage at Rome, 

Homo sum : humani a me nihil dicnum puto* 

P 3 
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I am a mak : and whatever concerns human nature 
interests me. Hbaut. Jet 1. Scene 1. Line 25 » 

The whole amphitheatre resounded with reiterated 
applauses ; nor was there a single person in the 
place, whether Roman or stranger, who was not 
most sensibly affected with this elegant and affec- 
tionate burst of philanthropy. He left Rome when 
only thirty-five years of age, intending to spend 
some time in travelling ; but he never returned, 
having died; according to the common opinion, 
at Stymphalis, a city of Arcadia, about 159 years 
before the Christian sera. Others say he was ship- 
wrecked goiug from Greece to Italy. Terence 
abounds with fine sentiments; and in general 
copies nature closely, causing his different cha- 
racters to act and speak just as good sound sense 
and experience prove they should do, in the cir- 
cumstances in which they are placed.

Marcus TerentiiisFarrovragborn about one hun- 
dred and eighteen years before the Christian sera. 
He was Pompey's lieutenant in the war against the 
pirates, and was honoured with a naval crown. 
He was less fortunate in Spain, where he -was 
overcome by Caesar and proscribed : but he was 
afterwards restored to favour. He lived ninety 
years, and spent the greater part of that time in. 
study. Quintilian ranks him with the best satyric 
poets, and the most learned of the Romans. Varro, 
according to his own account, composed upwards 
of five hundred volumes — among these was a work 
on the antiquities of Rome, in forty-one books ; of 
which Cicero speaks in the highest strain of pane- 
gyric.

He had 
studiously examined the different systems of the 
Graccian philosophers, and having seen the cou- 
rage and. constancy with which the Christian mar- 
tyr* suffered, he. read the sacred writings from 
which they derived their doctrines and their con- 
sol&tipn*, was convinced of their truth and excel*, 
lence, and became a. convert to the Christian reli- 

• 

gion. During the persecution under the Emperor 
Severus, he published his apology for the Chris- 
tians, which is allowed to be a master-piece of 
learning and eloquence on the subject. It is suppos- 
ed he died under Antoninus Caracal la, A. D. 216. 
Though some think he died under Gordian, A. D. 
245. Tertullian was held in very high esteem by 
the subsequent fathers of the church. St. Cyprian 
read his works incessantly, and used to call him, 
by way of eminence, The- Master. Vincent of 
Ltrins used to say,'" * That every word of Tertul- 
lian. was a sentence \ ^\\d every sentence a victory 
over error." Towards the conclusion of his life, 
it is said be.turred Montanist.~- This is generally 
termed his fall: > but. it does not appear that he 
lost either the spirit or practice of the religion of 
Christ by it. The truth is, even in his time, the 
.love of many, began to wax cold ; .and for strenu- 
ously calling them back, both by precept and ex- 
ample, to. that self renunciation and deadness to 
the world which the religion of Christ , insists on so 
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powerfully, the lukewarm and the formalist called 
him a heretic : and this slander has been too 
generally credited in succeeding ages. As to Mon- 
tan, whose errors he is said to liave adopted, we 
know nothing but from those who appear to have 
been liis professed enemies : but even these allow 
that lie was a person of the strictest integrity and 
austerity of life. And indeed it is no mean proof 
of the piety and purity of the sect, that a man of 
such extraordinary powers, and strict godliness as 
Tertullian, favoured it. 

NEW TESTAMENT. 

An account of the principal editions of the 
Greek Testament, from the first by Erasmus,

That collection of writings composed after the 
ascension of Christy and acknowledged by bis 
followers to be divine, is known in general by the 
name of H KAINH AIA0HKH. This title, though 
neither given by divine command, nor applied to 
these writings by the Apostles, was adopted at a 
very early age, probably in the second century, 
and is justified by several passages of Scripture, 
■see Matt. xxvi. 28. Galat. iii. 17. Heb. viii. 8. 
ix. 15 — 20. and warranted by the authority of*?/. 
Paid^ who calls the sacred books before the time 


oflChrist, in&cittz facOtfxif, 2 K Cfrr. iii. 14. To 
the. whole of this sacred collection we are accus- 
tomed; to give the name of the Old and New- 
Testament : but this is utterly improper, as ther 
word, literally signifies Covenant, for a Being in- 
capable of death can neither make an old nor a* 
newt Testament; It should therefore be understood 
as meaning the New Covenant or agreement, made 
between God and tiie whole human race, by Christ 
Jesus: and thus it becomes distinguished from 
tlutt Old Covenant- made between God and the 
people of Israel only, through the mediation of 
Moses. But the discussion of this subject belongs 
properly to treatises on theology. See* on this 
head) the first chapter of Michaelis's Introduction 
to the Nexti Testament.

From the importance of the Christian Revelation, 
it might be naturally supposed that as soon as 
Greek types were invented, the New Testament 
would have been the first book printed : but we 
find that not fewer than thirty-eight years elapsed 
from the first printed Greek book (viz. C. Lascam 
ris Grammatical Gr. 4to. Mediol. 1476) till the 
time when the whole Greek Testament was put to 
press at Complutum, in 1514. Two reasons may 
be assigned for this apparent neglect of the Greek 
Scriptures: 1st. Biblical criticism was in its in- 
fancy , if indeed it could be said to exist at all : 
and 2dly. The Vulgate, which had been first print* 
ed about 1457, was considered by all as absolutely

When Philip Melanchthon began to proclaim the 
Truth at Wittemberg, such was the scarcity of 
books, that he was obliged to print select parts of 
the Greek Testament, that he might be able to ex- 
plain the Scriptures to his hearers.

The Codex Bezsc contains more 
remarkable readings than any MS, hitherto disco* 
vercd. Some suppose it to be one of the oldest 
mss, extant, and to have been written upwards of 
fourteen hundred years ago. By this Fac Simile, 
as in the case of Dr. JVoide's Codex Alexandrinus, 
the perishing Codex Bezee is preserved from utter 
ruin. What a pity that all the ancient valuable 
Mss. of the sacred writings were not preserved in 
the same way ! If something of this kind be not 
done, a few centuries more will deprive the world 
of these invaluable remains of the industry and 
piety of the primitive ages. The Codex Beza, 
called also Codex Cantabrigiensis, from its rest* 
dence in the University of Cambridge, is muti- 
lated in several places, which are all faithfully 
noted in this Fac Simile. It is but just to add, 
the typographical execution of this work is truly 
magnificent.

tions. This Polyglott is justly ranked among 
scarce and valuable works ; as most of the copies 
were lost in the sea, on their passage to Spain.

Besides 
these, the Epistles, Gospels, and some select por- 
tions for sabbaths and festivals have been published 
in different languages ; but they are scarcely en- 
titled to a distinct place here* The lord's prayer 
also has been often published in the Polyglott 
form : the chief of these may be seen under Ora- 
tio. For Polyglott Bibles, see Biblia, in vol. i, 
and the Appendix to the account of the London 
Polyglott, in vol. ii. page 1* &c. Another. Poly* 
glott, npt of the New Testament merely, but of 
the whole Scriptures, is much wanted as the Lon«. 
don edition is become very scarce and dear. Shall 
Great Britain have the honour of publishing a 
second f of the first, I feel disposed to think in 
the most favourable manner; and consider it a 
most extraordinary proof of the piety, learning, in- 
dustry, and perseverance of the Editors, especially 
Dr. Walton ; yet I think it is far from that per* 
feQtwn of which it is susceptible. The original 
texts may be rendered much more correct by t\ 
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careful collation with mss. which are now more 
abundant than when the work was published : the 
Hebrew Bible, with the collections of Kennicott 
and De Rossi, and the Greek Testament with 
those of Wetstein and Griesbach. The transhu 
tions, which are often very faulty, may be greatly 
improved. Several valuable Versions might also 
be added, particularly the Anglosaxon, Armenian^ 
Coptic, Gothic, Italac or Antehieronymian, Sahi* 
die, and Sclavonian ; and the Targum of Rabbi 
Joseph on the Chronicles might be inserted in its 
place. The JEthiopic and Persian versions might 
be completed from mss. which still exist in public 
and private libraries.* In short, there are material* 
now for the perfecting this great undertaking, 
which bishop Walton and his associates were not 
possessed of; and pecuniary resources, aft J puttie 
spirit alsq, which in those times of bigotry, po* 
verty, and distress, had a very limited existence 
And surely we have scholars now in both the uni- 
versities, and in different parts of the nation, wb& 
are adequate to the undertakings— -Augustus reigns t 
-—who then is that Maecenas Bishop, who will step 
forth, and invite the clergy, the laity* and. even 
the government itself, ta assist him in publishing 
a second edition of the English Polyglott, as far 
superior to the present, as it is to all other works 
of the kind ? Let such an one shew himself, and

The paper 
and type are very good, and it is adorned with a 
profusion of decent wood-cuts; an Aftwan, or 
frontispiece to each Gospel, and a double line 
round the margin, in imitation of oriental mss. It 
is divided into sections> which do not correspond 
with the chapters in common Bibles. Matthew 
has 101 sections, Mark 54, Luke 86, and John 
46. Matthew has a title in Arabie, with this ver-

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ejus. The other Gospels begin something differ- 
ent, as In nomine patios et filii et spiritus sancti 
Dei unites Evangelimn Patris Patriarch* Apostoli 
Sancti Mar Marci Evangelista.

The Society for spreading the Gospel among the 
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Heathen, to which this translation refers, was 
formed among that class of Christians called Bap- 
tists, in the year 1792, of which the Jtev. William 
Carey was the first proposer. He offered himself 
a* a Missionary, and went out to Bengal the next 
year, with a gentleman who bad previously resided 
in that country. Six others have since joined 
them ; but four have been removed by death. Mr. 
Carey, who, before he left England, bad disco- 
vered considerable abilities, and had attained an 
acquaintance with several ancient and modern Ian* 
guages, applied himself very closely to the study 
of the Sanscreet and Bengalee, and having ac- 
quainted himself with the Hindoo customs, and 
principal Brahmanical writings, undertook a 
translation of the Scriptures in the^ Bengalee 
tongue. Having finished the whole work, these 
zealous and pious men began printing the New 
Testament, May 16, 1300, and had the satisfce* 
tion to see it completed, February 7, 1801. 
The work, which through the kindness of the fie*. 
Dr. Rylani now lies before me, contains 808 
pages, besides the title. It has neither preface 
nor introduction, but the chapters and paragraphs 
are distinguished, and the numerals for the verses 
placed in the margin. Two thousand copies were 
printed ; one thousand seven hundred on fine Patna 
paper, and three hundred on paper hem England. 
There were five hundred additional copies of St. 
Mattfaufs Gospel taken off; to which were annex- 
id some of the most remarkable prophecies in the 
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Old Testament concerning our blessed Lord.'- 
The greater part of the whole edition has already * 
been distributed, and the work eagerly read by ■ 
the Hindoos. Several have already been converted 
to the Christian faith, among whom are several* 
Brahmans, who have even renounced their cast 
and united with these Christian Missionaries. • 
Should this promising mission be attended with but 
little immediate success, this translation is a matter 
of the utmost importance. By it the testimony 
of Jesus and his Apostles will be diffused over a 
large part of India ; and where the voice of God 
is heard, good must be done. But genuine Chris- 
tianity has much to oppose it among the Asiatics— 
not only the ungodliness of the European Chris. 
tians, but the theologic opinions of the Hindoos 
stand greatly in the way. The Hindoos are to a 
man, Fatalists, Antinomians, and Spinosists, or 
what is analogous to those sects among us. The • 
Missionaries find it very difficult to persuade them 
that they are accountable for their actions; and 
that there is an essential difference between vice 
and virtue. 

Mr. Carey has finished his translation of die 
whole Old Testament, the major part of which 
is already printed, at the same place, and in the 
same form with the Testament: and a second 
edition of the Testament is now prepared for the 
press, in which the whole version has been re- 
touched, and rendered more abundantly accurate 
than it could possibly be in the first edition of a nmo 
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translation. The expence incurred by this work 
to this infant mission, must be very considerable ; 
but surely the liberality of English Christians, of 
every sect and party, will rejoice to have so favour- 
able an opportunity of exerting itself in the behalf 
of the best of causes. The indefatigable author Is 
new printing a Sanscreet Grammar, which will be 
a valuable acquisition to Asiatic literature. 

Chaldk Version. 

The New Testament has not as yet been pub- 
lished in this language ; but a copy in MS. exists 
in the Vatican Library. The MS. contains both 
the Old and New Testament, written in Syriac 
characters, but the language is Chaldee. The 
Testaments which have gone under the name of 
Chaldee Testaments, are no other than the small 
Syriac Testaments of Mantin, which are printed 
with Chaldee or Hebrew types.

The Missionaries which have been 
among that great people, have taught them Kttl^ 
else than the knowledge of the Roman Missal, the 
Apotheosis of the Virgin Mary, the Pope's supre- 
xnacy, &c. &c. But what of Christianity is con- 
tained in all these ? In the last plate of the history 
already referred to, the blessed virgin is repre- 
sented as seated in heaven ; on her left, Jesus 
Christ with a globe on his knee, surmounted with . 
a cross ; on her right, God the Father in the like*. 
ness of an old man, with a long sceptre in his 
hand ; and both are placing a crown on the virgin's 
head, above which the Holy Spirit appears as a 
dove \ This is the sum of the teaching with which 
this dark people have been favoured, and how 
much of the knowledge of the true God are they 
likely to derive from such representations ! Nor 
jp this the worst plate in the book — hut I forbear 
farther description. It is to be hoped that th$ 
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time is at no great distance, when this great em- 
pire shall receive a purer knowledge of the truth.

Though the word Itala be of the most dubious 
signification, yet all allow that by it a very ancient 
Latin translation is intended ; but how such a 
translation became thus denominated, no person 
knows. It is mentioned only by Augustin, where 
speaking of the great variety of Latin versions in 
early use, he says ; In ipsis autem interpretation^ 
bus ITALA ceteris praferatur, nam est verbo- 
rum tenacior cum perspicuitate sententia. Among 
these versions the Itala is to be prefered, as being 
more literal, and more perspicuous. De Doctr. 
Christ, lib. ii. c. 1 1 . Dr. Lardner supposes, that 
Itala here is a mistake for et ilia, and reads the 
passage thus: And among these translations let 
that be preferred, &c. Dr. Bentley and some others 
were nearly of the same mind. Potter thinks that 
Itala is a mistake for usitata ; that in ancient times 
when mss. were written in uncial, or capital let- 
ters, without distinctions of wprds or sentences ; a 
copyist having written, inipsisauteminterpreta- 

TIONIBUSUSITATACAETER1SPRAEFERATUR &C. took 

the first syllable of usitata on returning to his MS. 
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for the last syllable of the word which he had jtttt 
written* and of course read the word itata, whictt 
he concluded to be an erratum for itala, and 
hence came the present spurious reading. That 
the place is corrupt admits I think of no doubt : 
but how to restore it to primitive purity is a mat- 
ter of great difficulty. This ancient Latin version,, 
by whatever name it was called, is supposed to be 
the same with that annexed to the Greek text in the 
Codex Boernerianus, Claronumtanus, and Conta- 
brigiensis. Besides these there axe several others 
which contain the same version, or at least a ver- 
sion made before the time of St. Jerom, all t>f 
which Griesbach has collated for his edition of the 
Greek Testament. Of this version we have the 
following editions :

cimen he has left shews how well qualified he was 
for this undertaking.

It does not appear that any other parts of the 
New Testament have been translated into Persian \ 
as no ms. of this kind is known to exist in any 
private or public library.

Were the whole Bible translated into 
Persian, there can be little doubt but it would be 
extensively read in the East; and perliaps, find 
nearly as many admirers as it found readers.

The learned Dr. Woide published proposals in 
1778, for an edition of several fragments, of the 
Sahidic version, containing about one-third of the 
New Testament, under the following title : Frag- 
ments N. T. juxta inter pretationem dialecti supe- 
rioris jflEgypti, quae Thebaidica, seu Sahidica ap- 
pellator e mss.

Dr. Woide died before he could finish his work, 
though the greatest part had been prepared for 
the press, and a part of it printed. The comple- 
tion of hi* plan is expected from Dr. Ford* And 
niter this, Dr. Munter proposes to publish ano- 
ther collection of Sahidic fragments of the New 
Testament, from Mss. in the possession of Cardinal 
Borgia. 

Mingarelli has published some Sahidic frag- 
ments of the Gospels of Matthew and John in the

The Upper Egypt, or the part which lies be- 
tween Gahira and Assevati, had a particular dia- 
Ject, which in many respects differed from that 
spoken in Lower Egypt. As this Upper Egypt 
was called in the Arabic *vj?d saaeed, the dialect 
has been called Sahidic. There are very strong 
arguments to prove that this version was made in 
the second century ; and that - consequently, it is 
one of the oldest versions of tlie New Testament in 
existence. The parts of it which have already 
been edited, prove that it has a striking affinity 
with the Codex Bez<e. It is to be hoped that a 
version so important to Biblical critieism wiH be 
no longer confined to manuscripts* 

Slavonic or Russian Version^ 

Editions of the Slavonian Bible, in which the 
New Testament is comprised, were published, fol. 
Ostrog. 1581, fol. Mosc. 1663* 1751, 1756, H57 f 
and 4to. f*783. The Slavonic versiofr-was made 
in the ninth century by Methodius and Cyril, 
natives of Thessalonica, and Aposttes of the «S&- 
*vonians. The Old Testament was taken from the 
Septuagint : the New Testament was taken not 
from the Latin, but immediately from the Greek* 
and its text agrees in general with the best and 
most ancient mss.

1571, with a dedication 
by John Fox, the Martyr ologist to Queen Eliza- 
beth, William Lisle published an edition, con- 
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tuning fragments of the Old and New Testaments, 
London, 1638. And Thomas Marshall published 
the Gospels with the Moeso-Gothic version, 4to. 
Dodrecht. 1665. Reprinted at Amsterdam in 
1684. The Anglo-Saxon version was made from 
the ancient Latin or Itala % some time in the seventh 
or eighth century,

Vulgate Version, 

We hare already seen that in the earliest ages of 

Christianity, the New Testament had been trans- 
lated into Latin. These translations were very 
numerous, and having been made by a variety of 
bands, some learned and some comparatively igno- 
rant, they not only disagreed among themselves, 
but frequently contradicted each other* This in- 
duced Pope Damasus to employ St. Jerora to cor- 
rect the ancient Itala or Latin version, for which 
task, perhaps none at that time was better quali- 
fied. Instead of following the Itala version, this 
learned man is supposed to have translated the 
New Testament immediately from the original 
Greek : but though he followed the original text 
chiefly, yet it is very probable that he formed his 
text of both. This ancient version which has been 
since termed the V.ulgqte, because received into 
common use, seems to have suffered as much in 
different transcriptions from A. D. 884, when Je- 
{6m finished it, till the invention of printing, a& 
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die old I tola or Latin version had done before has 
time. And though the edition of Pope Clement 
VIII. fol. Rom. 1592, has gone far in -correcting 
the errors of former editions, yet much might be 
still done towards a complete restoration of the 
ancient Hieronymian text, by a careful epilation 
of the many ancient aqd valuable mss. which are 
to be found in different public and private libraries. 
The first tdition of the New Testament in thfe 
version was printed at Mayence, by John Gutten- 
berg and John Fust, in an edition of the Bible, fol, 
max. sine titulo et sine ulla nota, between the 
years 1450 aud 1457. It has gniifi through almost 
innumerable editions since, several of which axe 
distinctly noticed under the article Biblia. It hat 
also been printed with different edition* of the 
Greek text, and in the various Polyglotts.

1788, 11 vol. The six first volumes con- 
tain the Credibility ; and the seventh, eighth, and 
ninth the Jewish and Heathen Testimonies, and 
the History of Heretics. It may be truly said that 
the Outworks of Christianity were never better 
defended, than in the above invaluable publica- 
tions, especially the two first: for which every 
genuine Christian should be grateful to the Fom- 
tarn of Mercy , who not only gave the Christian 
Revelation to promote the present and eternal 
happiness of man, but also raised up in his kind 
providence such a person as Dr. Lardner to de- 
fend it. Whoever wishes successfully to attack 
the Christian religion, must first invalidate Dr. 
Lardner's Credibility and Test monies , without 
which, in the eyes of intelligent {pen, all infidel 
opposition and clamour must be considered as 
futile and absurd : and before this can be done, 
the sun and moon shall ceasq to govern and mea- 
sure the revolutions of time. 

An Introduction to the New Testament by J. D. 
Michaelis, translated by Herbert Marsh, B. D* 
F. H. S. 8vo. Catnbr. 1793—1802, 6 volumes. 
These volumes contain much information, and are 
in many respects of great importance in Biblical 
literature. But the author frequently indulges a 
spirit of scepticism, which must have a bad influ- 
ence on unsettled minds. Of the great merit of 
Mr. Marsh's translation and notes, the public has 
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already decided ; and the judgment is according 
to truth. 

Modern critics generally agree in asserting that 
" No standard text has ever yet been made for: 
the Greek Testament." The Complutewsian 
edition, which was the first printed^ was formed 
with little critical skill from a very few compara- 
tively modern mss. In six or eight collated by 
Mill and others, all the various readings of this 
edition are found j and it is probable the edition 
itself was taken from these mss. This edition 
scarcely ever agrees in peculiar readings, with the 
most ancient MSS. or with the earliest Fathers, but 
on the contrary with those which are more recent. 

The- edition, «rf ErasMTO in 151(5, Which was 

tlie first published y was formed from very few mss. 
himself says only^ur, and these which are still in 
being, are known to possess but very little merit. 
Erasmus published the Greek Testament/foe times, 
and in each, different changes were made; The 
second edition differs from the first in four hun- 
dred places; the third from the second in one 
hundred and eighteen ; the fourth from the third 
in more than one hundred ; and the fifth from the 
fourth in five. 

All subsequent editions have been derived chiefly 
from, those of Erasmus, and from the Complutcn- 
sian. Some of the later Editors have followed 
Erasmus, others the Complntensian, without chang- 
ing any thing. Others have formed their editions 
from a mixture of both : and others having kid. 
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these editions as the ground work, have admitted 
various readings which are contained in neither* 
Of this last description are the editions of CoL 
limeus, Stephens, and Beza, from which many of 
the modern editions are more immediately de- 
duced. 

Stephens, in his first edition differs from the 
Complutensian five hundred and eighty-one times, 
in the Gospels, Acts, and Epistles. In about thirty- 
seven places he follows the authority of his own 
Hfss. ; in all other cases he follows the fifth of Eras- 
mus and the Complutensian, but in the Apoca- 
lypse, he scarcely ever dissents from Erasmus. Iri 

the second edition he differs from the first in sixty- 
seven places. In the third, he differs from both 
in two hundred and eighty-four, and from the 
Complutensian, in one thousand three hundred ; 
and follows the fifth of Erasmus so closely, that 
he scarcely differs from it twenty times in the 
whole course of the work : but in the Apocalypse, 
he receives the Complutensian readings where be- 
fore he had preferred those of Erasmus. 

Theodore Beza published the Greek Testament 
six times : in his first edition in 1 559, he copies the 
fourth edition of Stephens ; but in the latter edi- 
tions, 1565, 1576, 1582, 1589, and 1598, he 
may be said to have formed his text from printed 
editions, a collation of manuscripts (among which 
were the Clermont and the Cambridge MSS. the 
latter of which was then his own ; and they ai$ 
both the oldest MSS. in existence), a collation of 
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the Syriac and Arabic versions, and some of the 
early Fathers. Beza has received many readings 
into his text from other editions, without any rea- 
son. Often he follows the Syriac alone ; often the 
Vulgate, or one or other of his own mss. and often 
his own conjecture. 

The Elzevirs in 1624, and often afterwards, 
published the Greek Testament. Who presided 
over their first edition no man knows ; but it is 
evident no Ms. was used on the occasion : in gene- 
ral the Elzeverian editions follow the third or 
fourth of Stephens, except in about one hundred- 
places : and from these many of the latter editions- 
have proceeded. 

Dr. Mill formed the text of his edition from the 
third of Stephens, published in 1550; andWET- 
STEIN chose the text of the first Elzevir edition, 
in 1624. BengeL formed a text of his own, but 
he admitted no reading which had not before ap- 
peared in some printed edition. And Griesbach 
has formed a critical text from the only sources 
from which it could be formed : viz. aneient mss. 
Versions, and Fathers. His text therefore is likely 
to contain the word of God in as much grammati- 
cal purity, perfection, and energy as can possibly 
be desired. 

It is however but right to add, and be .it added 
to the praise of the author of this eternal word, 
that even the meanest of the commonly received" 
editions, contains every thing essential to the sal- 
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vation of the soul, and the pure doctrines of eter- 
nal truth. All the omissions of the ancient mss. 
put together, would not countenance the omission 
of one essential doctrine of the Gospel relative 
either to faith or morals. And all the additions 
countenanced by the whole mass of mss. already 
collated, do not introduce a single point essential 
either to faith or manners beyond what may be 
found even in the Complutensian or Elzevir edi- 
tions* And though for the beauty , emphasis, and 
critical perfection of the Utter of the New Testa- 
ment; a new edition formed on such a plan as 
that of Griesbach is greatly to be desired* yet 
from such an one infidelity can expect no > help, 
false doctrine no support, and even true religion 
no accession to its excellence, as indeed it needs 
none. The multitude of various readings found 
in mss. should no more weaken any man's faith in 
the divine word than the multitude of typogra- 
phical errors found in printed editions of the Scrip- 
tures : nor indeed can it be otherwise, unless God 
were to interpose, and miraculously prevent every 
scribe from making a false letter, and every com- 
positor from mistaking a word in the text he was 
copying. It is enough that God absolutely pre- 
serves the whole truth in such a way as is copsfr}- 
tent with his moral government of the world. The 
preservation of the jots and tittles in every transcri- 
ber's copj/, and in every printer's./brwi, by a mira- 
culous act of almighty power, is not to be ex- 
pected, and is not necessary to the accomplish- 
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ment of the divine purpose. Yet even these 
may be all preserved by the general superinten- 
dency of the Divine Providence in some Ms. or 
Mss. now extant. On this subject the intelli- 
gent, reader will be pleased with the opinion of 
that veey eminent critic Dr. Bentley : " Not 
frighted," says he, " with the present 30,000 va- 
rious reading" (those collected by Dr. Mill\, " I, 
for my own part, and as I believe, many others 
would not lament, if out of the old mss. yet un- 
touched, 10,000 more were faithfully collected; 
some of which, without question, would render 
the text more beautiful, just r and exact ; though 
of no consequence to the main of religion; nay, 
perhaps, wholly synonimous in the view of com- 
mon readers, and quite insensible in any modern 
version." Philaleuth. Lipsiens. p. 90, See also 
Griesbach's Prolegomena.

Themistius was a very famous philosopher, ori- 
ginally of Paphlagonia. He taught philosophy At 
Constantinople with great applause, and was made 
senator of that city by the Emperor Constance. . 
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Being appointed once to harrangue the Emperor 
Jovien, he addressed him thus : "Remember, sir, 
that though the soldiers have set you on the 
throne, it is the philosopher* who can teach you 
how to govern. The former have clothed you 
with the purple of the Caesars; learn from the 
latter to wear it worthily." Theodosius the Great 
made him prefect of Constantinople in 384. When 
or how he died are uncertain. Though he was a 
heathen, he opposed the Arian Emperor Valens, in 
his persecution of the Orthodox; and lived in a 
state of intimate friendship with Gregory of JV#- 
xianzen.

ThucydideSy the celebrated Greek historian, was 
son of Olorus, and was born at Athens 471 years 
before the Christian sera. He was taught philoso- 
phy by Anaxagoras, and eloquence by Antiphon. 
When the war between the Athenians and Lacede- 
monians broke out, he began to keep a journal of 
the military operations of that eventful period ; 
and as he had then a post in the Athenian army, 
he was an eye-witness of the principal occurrences 
of that war till the eighth year, when he was sent 
into exile for neglecting to relieve Amphipolis, a 
strong place belonging to his countrymen, which 
the quick march of Brasidas, the Lacedemonian 
general, put the enemy in possession of before 
Thucydides could arrive. During his exile he 
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employed himsfelf in revising Ins memdirs, and 
continuing the history, winch he brougnt down to 
the twenty-first year of Jthe war. The six renlain- 
ing years, till the demolition of the walls of Athene, 
•were supplied by TTieopompus arid Xenophon. 

Thnc\/dides wrote his history in the Attic dialect, 
as being the most pure, elegant, and energetic. 
Demosthenes was so fond of this work, that he is 
said to have copied it sfevetat times, so that he had 
it -almost by heart. This eminent historiah is 
supposed to have dfed at Athens 5 (havtrfg been re- 
called from his banishment} in the eightieth year 
of his age, about 391 years before Chfist.

Tycho Brake, well known to the whole literary 
world, was born of an illustrious family in Swe- 
den, in 1546. When about fourteen years of age, 
having observed that an eclipse of the sun took 
place precisely at the time the astronomers had 
foretold it, he considered the science as divine, 
and from that hour consecrated both his heart and 
time to it. At his request, Frederick II. King of 
Denmark, gave him the island of Ween, and a 
large pension. On this island he built the castle 
of Uranienburg, and the lofty tower of Stellen- 
burgy for his astronomical observations. Here he 
invented an astronomical system which still goes 
by his name ; and though not so near the true 
system of the heavens as the Copernican, yet it is 
acknowledged by all to be a most ingenious con- 
trivance. This eminent astronomer died in the 
fifty-fifth year of his age, by a retention of urixio, 
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brought on throdgh false delicacy while riding in 
a co&ch with the Emperor Hodolph II.

Apollonhis, surnained Tj/aneus, from a village 
of Cappadocia, was born a few years before the 
Christian aera. He was at first a Pythagorean 
philosopher, and afterwards (if we can credit his 
biographer Philostratus) a prophet, a miracle- 
worker, and what not ? Some infidels have en- 
deavoured to compare the life and miracles of thia 
man, to those of Jesus Christ ! Strange, that 
persons who do not believe that a miracle ever was 
wrought, or is even possible, should in their determi- 
nate opposition to the truth, of God, catch at lying 
ones, hold them forth as facts worthy of the great* 
est credit, in order to undermine and invalidate the 
evidence of that truth which the profligacy of their 
Jives alone, renders it their interest to disbelieve! 
Du Pin, in his history of Apollonhis Tyanaeus, 
•has proved, 1. That the account of this man's 
life is destitute of sufficient historical credibility. 
2, That Philostratus, the author of it, has written 
not a history of facts, but a romance. 3. That 
the miracles attributed to this man, bear the most 
evident characteristics of falsity. And 4. that the 
doctrines which he preached are entirely contrary 
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to sound reason. The Abbh flaittville, in his 
view of deistical writers, has given this miserable 
tale its death's blow.

Lucilio Vanini vias born at Taurozano, in 1585, 
and applied himself at an early age to philosophy, 
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medicine, theology, and judicial astrology. Hay- 
ing finished his studies at Padua, he was ordained 
priest, and preached as a zealous Catholic for 
some time ; but growing weary of this employ- 
ment through a natural unsteadiness of mind, he 
devoted himself to the study of Aristotle, Averoes, 
Cardan, and such like authors. When, or how 
he became perverted to atheism, is not known ; 
but is generally allowed that he was at least a spe- 
culative atheist, and that he endeavoured to pro- 
pagate in public and private this degrading and 
destructive doctrine. He travelled through Ger- 
many, Bohemia, and Holland, and preached the 
Catholic faith in these places ; but going to Ge- 
neva, it is said he threw off the mask, and was in 
danger of being apprehended and punished for 
his impieties, but he escaped to Lyons. Haying 
acted with as little caution here as he did at Ge- 
neva, he was once more in danger of being arrest- 
ed, to prevent which he came to England. In 
London it is said he openly espoused the Catholic 
faith, and declaimed strongly against the English 
clergy. The consequence was, he was arrested 
and put in prison, but after a detention of forty- 
nine days he was liberated, his judges having very 
properly considered him as deranged. He then 
returned to Geneva, from thence he went to Ly- 
ons, where he wrote his Amphitheatrum, against 
Cardan, in 1615. Thence he went to Gtiicrmc 
and became a monk, but did not continue long in 
this austere mode of life. He went next to Paris, 
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where in 1 61 6 he printed his Dialogues de Admu 
randis, &c. which he dedicated to the Marshal de 
Bassompierre, who had made him his almoner* 
This work was censured by the Sorbonne, and 
Vanini was obliged to leave Paris. After having 
travelled through various towns, he settled at last 
at Tolouse, where he publicly taught medicine,' 
philosophy, and theology : but being accused of 
atheism, and found guilty, he had his tongue cut 
out, and was burnt alive in 1619, in the thirty- 
fourth year of his age. The whole of this man's 
conduct demonstrates that he was a mere madman : 
and if his French judges had had as much discern* 
ment as was possessed by those who examined him 
in England, he would have been treated at Tou- 
louse as he was treated at London.

Mark Jerom Vida was born at Cremona, ha 
1470. Leo X. who admired his poetical talents 
made him prior of St. Sylvester, in Tivott, aad 
engaged him to write the Christian. This pontif 
dying in 1521, Clement VII. took him tinder his 
protection, and raised him to the bishaprick of 
Albe on tlie Tanmro, where he died in 1-566, in 
the ninety -sixth year of his age. His Art pf Poe- 
try has been allowed by proper judges ta be an 
excellent work of the kind .; though it -seems more 
to teach a poet bow he may imitate VirgiL, than 
how he may copy Nature. His poem on the Si&~ 
worm is a masterpiece ; and that on Chess holds 
the next rank. His Christiad would have been a 
better work had he not mingled so much of the 
heathen mythology with the sacred history. Air. 
Pope first introduced Vida to public notice in 
this country ; and ever since he has been consi- 
dered as one of the best of the JPoebe Jltcentiares.

1742, This is a 
very useful, and now a very scarce work. It is 
printed so that it may be bound up with any 8vo. 
edition of Virgil. 

Virgil , son of a potter, named Maro, and his 
wife Maia, nearly related to the illustrious family 
of Quintillius Varus, was born at Andes, a little 
village near Mantua, the 15th. of October, .in the 
year of Rome, 634, about sixty-nine years before 
the birth of our Lord. He passed the first seven 
years of liis life at Mantua, thence he went to Cre- 
mona, where he continued till his seventeenth 
year, when, according to the Roman custom, he 
put on the toga virilis. From Crenwna he went to 
Naples^ where he studied the Greek and Latin lan- 
guages, together with medicine and mathematics, 
in which he made the greatest proficiency. Hay- 
ing been deprived of his little patrimony at Man- 
tua (the lands of the Mantuans aud Cremonese 
king divided among the veteran soldiers, in com- 
pensation of their bravery at the battle of Phi- 
Ifppi), he came to Rome in order to get a redress 
of his grievances. He had the good fortune to be 
noticed by Maecenas vndPollio, by whose interest 
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with Augustus the lands of the poet were restored, 
and himself received into the imperial favour. To 
shew his gratitude for this distinguished act of the 
Emperor V kindness, he wrote hisjCrrf Eclogue. 
He afterwards added the other nine Eclogues, in 
which work it is said he spent three years. 

Italy being now reduced to the utmost extremity 
through the civil wars, the grounds lying uncul- 
tivated, and the people being in want of the neces- 
saries of life, laid the blame on Augustus, and were 
ready to break out into open rebellion ; Maecenas, 
who well knew the almost unbounded knowledge of 
Virgil, set him about writing the Georgt'cs, or 
four books on agriculture and rural (economy. In 
this great work he succeeded so perfectly that 
Italy soon assumed a new face; the lands were 
every where cultivated according to the Virgilian 
precepts, and peace and plenty diffused their bles- 
sings over the whole land. In composing these 
inimitable poems, Virgil spent seven years: they 
are the most finished of all his works ; and justly 
stiled by the late Mr. Wakefield, Politissimi poet* 
politisstmum poema. Virgil was now about thirty- 
four years of age, and after a few years respite 
began the jEneid, though it is likely he laid the 
foundation of that poem at an early age, as he 
seems to intimate in the sixth Eclogue : 

Cum cantrem R*ges et pntUa, Cyntkius ram 
VtUit, et admonuit: pastorem TityrepiMgucs 
Fascere oportct oxes 9 deductum dicere corwou 
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Hence it is evident he abandoned the design, and 
did not resume it till he was about forty years of 
age. 

When it was publicly known he was engaged in 
this work, the expectations of the Romans were 
greatly raised, so that Propertius, in a kind of 
oracular voice, sung : 

Cedite Romani Scriptores > Ceditc Graii 
Nescio quid majus nascilur Made. 

Virgil spent seven years in writing the first six 
books of this poem ; and four more on the remain* 
ing six ; and then set out for Greece^ where jbp 
intended to revise it : — he had not been lojpg jm 
Greece before he was seized with a lingering dis^ 
order, wliich rendered it necessary for him to re- 
turn to his own country ; but he was only able to 
reach Brundnsmm, where he died September 19, 
in the fifty-first year of his age ; about twenty 
years before the birth of our Lord. Finding hip 
end drawing near, and that he could not put the 
finishing hand to his y£neid, he ordained by bis 
will that it should be burnt : but this Augustus 
would not permit ; it was therefore put into tfop 
hands of Tacca and Varius, to be published, with 
the positive charge not to alter a single word : 
which order they so conscientiously obeyed, that 
they did not attempt to fill up even the unfinished 
lines. These still appear in the poem. His body 
was carried to Naples, where it was buried ; the 
following epitaph, which it is said he made a little 
before his death, was placed on his tomb : 


Mantua me genuit, Calabri rapuere, tenet nunc 
Parthenope: Cecini pascua, rura, duces. 

I sung Flocks, Tillage, Heroes— Mantua gave 
Me life; Brvndushtm death, Naples a grave. 

The following epitaph, probably, with equal 
truth, has been attributed to this poet : 

Pastor, Arator, Eques; pari, colui, superavi, 
Capras, Rus, Hostes, Fronde, Ligone, Manu. 

Of the writings of this inimitable poet, Macrd- 
izztfsaid, Saturn. 1, c. 24. Hac est Maronis Glo- 

•- rwj %U nxdlius laudibus crescat, nullius vitupera- 
tion* minuatur. And this judgment is perfectly 
correct. 

Virgil is supposed by some to have written his 

-Poffio- under a kind of prophetic impulse; as a 
prediction of the birth and glories of Christ : arid 
it k is certain that many passages in this beautiful 
poem, are highly descriptive of this glorious per- 
sonage. Whoever he aims at, he longed to see 
his day, and celebrate his praise, as the following 
pathetic lines shew : JEcL iv. v. 53 & 54. 

mihi tarn longct man eat pars ultima vita, 
Spiritus tt quantum sat erit tua discere facta / 

One thing is peculiarly remarkable in this poet ' 

he may be read a thousand times, and please as 

much at the last reading as at the first ; and what 

is still more valuable, convey instruction at each ; 

t leaving his reader impressed witfr sentiments of 
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humanity and virtue. Virgil pleases all kind of 
readers: even those who either through iqfirftrity 
or religious scruples have ceased from studying 
from the Classics, - have reserved this poet : and poor 
scholars who have been obliged to sell their libraries, 
haye, with fond affection, kept. back Vfpgil 9 ^ith a, 

Tecum vivere amem, tecum obeam libens.

Marcus Vitruvius Pollio was born at Fortnio- 
now called Mole de Gaieta. He was an eminent 
proficient in general literature! and was high in.

of the Baliista, battering-rams and other military 
engines. Encouraged by the liberality of this 
Emperor, he wrote his work De Architecture, the 
only ancient treatise on the subject which has 
reached modern times; a work, says Perrault, 
quam considerunt Eruditi tanquam opus singulare 
et Tliesaurum imestzmabttem* This work was first 
discovered by Poggius, in the fifteenth century ; 
and has been the grand classic of architects ever 
since, especially in Italy, and -different parts of 
Europe*

Archbishop Usher , whose praise is in all the 
churches, and in every part of the republic of 
letters, was born in Dublin, in 1580, and was one of 
the three first students admitted into Trinity Col- 
lege, in 1593. In 1625 he was made archbishop 
of Armagh, and died at London of a pleurisy, in 
1655. He was the greatest luminary of learning 
in his day ; and was not let reputable for the gen- 
tleness of his manners and the holiness of his life, 
than for his profound erudition. Several of his 
works still remain in manuscript.

ship of divinity in Oxford. But his doctrine got 
him enemies, and archbishop Langham urged King 
Richard the lid. to banish him. To aggravate 
his persecution, he was condemned at a synod at 
London, on which he went to Bohemia, but after 
some time returned to England, and finished his 
days undisturbed at the parish of Lutterworth, in 
Leicestershire, in 1384. Forty-four years after, the 
Papists dug up and burnt his bones, anno 1423.

He was one of the most 
eminent antiquarians in Europe, and was murdered 
in his study at Trieste, June 8, 1768, by a villain 
named Jrcangeli, who wished to rob him of his 
gold and silver coins and medals, and had insinu- 
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ated himself into his company as a- virtuoso and 
antiquarian.

Xenophoriy son of Gryllus, was born at Athens, 
about 270 years before the Christian sera. At an 
early age he became a disciple of Socrates, and 
followed him to the Peloponesian war. The Athe- 
nians being beat at the battle of Delium, Xeno- 
phon in making his escape was thrown off his 
horse, Socrates perceiving this took him upon his 
shoulders and carried him several furlongs, till the 
Boetians gave over the pursuit. He afterwards 
entered as a volunteer into the army of Cyrus the 
younger, and assisted him in his expedition against 
his brother Artaxerxes. Cyrus having been sfaua 
in the battle at Cunaxa, Xenophon by uncomnxxn 
skill and generalship brought off the lO,(QOa*uri» 
Jiary Greeks, and led them back into their own 
country. He died at Corinth in the ninetieth yea* 
of his age. He was the first who discovered the 
history of Thucydides, and published it : adding 
his Ovvn Ilellenica, or Greek history, which begins 
where that of Thucydides ends. In imitation of 
his Cyropadia, the archbishop of Cambray wrote 
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his iTelemaque, of each it may be said, mm adhisto* 
ri&fidem, scriptusest, sed ad effigiemjusti imperii. 
Cicero. Masius thinks Xenophon was not the 
author of this work ; and archbishop Usher attri- 
butes it to Themistogenes. Xenophon is a very- 
pleasing writer, and one of the easiest of the Greek 
Classics.

Zend-Avesta, the living word: the general 
title of the works attributed to Zoroaster, or Zera- 
tusht. Zend is also often taken for the character 
in which these works are written. This work, 
translated into French from the original Zend, was 
published at Paris, 1771, in three volumes, quarto, 
by Mr. Anquetil du Perron, who took a voyage 
to Guzerat on purpose to discover the books attri- 
buted to Zoroaster, to learn the language among 
the P/Jtrsees or Guebres, and to enrich the litera- 
ture of his country with the translation* The 
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hardships through 'which Mr. Du Perron went in 
order to accomplish his project, are almost incre- 
dible. He stole away from his parents, and enlist- 
ed in 1754, in a party of foot destined to recruit 
the French army at Pondicherry. His whole equi- 
page consisted in two shirts, two handkerchiefs •, 
one pair of stockings, a case of mathematical instru- 
ments, a copy of Montague, one of Charron, and 
Leusderis Hebrew Bible J He reached Pondicherry 
the following year, was discharged from the army, 
and had a monthly salary appointed by his govern- 
ment to enable him to carry the object of his 
strange enterprise into execution. Having got 
acquaintance with a Parsee Mobed, or priest, 
named Darab, he spent six years in acquiring a 
knowledge of the Zend, and in getting or tran~ 
scribing the different works attributed to Zoroaster. 
% War having broke out between the English and 
French, in the year 1761, Pondicherry was taken 
by the former, and Mr. Du Perron destitute of all 
pecuniary recourses, was obliged to deliver himself 
up a prisoner to the English, to get back to. Eu- 
rope and to save the mss. which he had collected ! 
The work which he translated and published on 
his return to France, contains an account of the 
theology, philosophy, ethics,, religious ceremonies, 
&c. of the Parsees. Some learned men* especially 
Mr. Richardson and Sir William Jones, have suffi- 
ciently proved that the Zend-Avesta is & compa- 
ratively modern compilation; and by no mean* 
the work of the ancient Persian lawgiver to whoa*

it is attributed : and the latter has done this in a 
tract, entitled, Lettre a Monster -rf*** Du P***. 
dans laquelle est compris D Examen de sa 7V<f» 
duct ion des Livres attribute & Zoroastre, in a man- 
ner which reflects little credit on literature. Mr. 
Du Perron had certainly given considerable pro* 
vocation in the manner in which he Speaks of seve- 
ral respectable characters in the university of Ox- 
ford, which he visited on his return from India ; 
but surely it was beneath the character of the 
amiable Sir William Jones, to enter into those 
personalities, &c. which characterize his letter- 
Mr. Du Perron's work, if even the fabrication of 
a sort of Indian gypsies some centuries ago, as 
some have termed it, is still of considerable conse- 
quence, were it only for the account it gires us of 
the theology and religious ceremonies of a pedpb 
hitlierto very little known : and Mr. Du Perron cer* 
tainly merits the thanks of the republic of letttri 
for the pains he has taken, and the sacrifices b* 
has made to bring to light a work previously t»» 
known, and to which too, important cotisequeflcM 
had been attached by all who bad hfeartl of it. 
The public, tlirouglt his means, has the satisfaction 
at least of being undeceived, by having thosterispot* 
ed ancient works put into their hands. A* t& 
Zwoaster, Zeratusht, or Zeretho§chtfo % the prt* 
tended author, no person knows when he liv6d t 
some make him more ancient than Abraham, ftfifl 
others bring him down to the time of Darius, Wlfcft 
succeeded Cambyses ; and Mr. Du Pettort think* 
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he has proved that he flourished about 550 years 
before Christ. If this ancient legislator ever wrote 
any thing, it is likely the work is irrecoverably 
lost : for that attributed to him, is doubtless the 
production of a later age, though still it probably 
contains his ancient doctrines, however disfigured 
by corruptions introduced in later times. Mr. 
Hilly in his answer to Bolinbroke, has brought ar- 
guments to prove, that Zoroaster was no other than 
Moses!

Zosimus, Count of Fi$e 9 and advocate of the 
treasury of the Roman empire, flourished under 
Theodosius the younger, about A. D. 410. He 
wrote the lives of the Emperors, from Augostus to 
his own times, in six books, but the principal part 
of the sixth is lost. Being a heathen he was an 
enemy to the Christians, and particularly to Con- 
stantine the Great. He is allowed to have written 
with considerable elegance. 

He must not be confounded with St. Zosimus 9 
who succeeded Pope Innocent I. A. D. 417, and 
of whom we have sixteen epistles written with con- 
siderable elegance and energy, printed by Dom.

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Ulrtc Zuingle was born at Vildehausen, in Swit- 
zerland, in 1 487.

Finding the people in the grossest errors 
concerning the merit of pilgrimages, and various 
other things which gave birth to a multitude of 
abuses, he laboured with all his might to produce 
a reform. At this time Leo X. began to sell his 7h- 
dulgences through Germany and Switzerland, and 
Zuingle provoked by these abominations inveighed 
powerfully against them, and became the instru- 
ment of spreading a reform through the cantons 
of Zurich, Schaffhouse, Berne, and Bale, which 
refusing to have any commerce with the remaining 
Catholic cantons, a civil war broke out, in which

Simon Episcopius was born at Amsterdam, in 
1583, and was professor of divinity at Ley den, in 
1613.

Justinian I. was born at Tauresium, in 433, 
and succeeded his uncle the Emperor Theophilus, 
in 527. By his prudence, and the magnanimity 
of his general, the renowned Belisarius, the tot- 
tering Greek empire was restored to a measure of 
its ancient splendor. He ordered a new code of 
laws to' be formed by ten lawyers out of his consti- 
tutions and those of his predecessors. This code 
of civil law has been long and deservedly esteemed. 
Towards the end of his life he became cruel, ava- 
ricious, and debauched. He died in 565,. in the 
eighty-second year of his age.
